1 . Claims 1 -24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a reflective cholesteric liquid crystal (CLC) display device or a method of 
manufacturing such a device comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically 
a CLC color filter formed and a reflection layer formed on the absorption layer and a first 
electrode on the CLC color filter. 

4. The closest reference USPAT 6,597,418 (assigned to the same assignee) has a 
filing date of 06/13/01 . However, applicant filed a certified English translation of priority 
document KR 2001-08248, filed on 02/19/01 to perfect the priority date and thus USPAT 
6,597,418 is not a valid prior art anymore. Further, the newly cited references USPAT 
6,693,689 (assigned to the common assignee) discloses a transflective liquid crystal 
display including a reflective electrode having a transparent portion, a CLC color filter 
and a CLC polarizer. The reference also shows a retarder being formed on the CLC 
color filter. Further, USPAT 6,621,543 (assigned to the common assignee) discloses a 
reflective liquid crystal display that includes an absorption layer being formed on one 
surface of the substrate and a CLC color filter being formed on the opposite side of the 
substrate. The reference also discloses a polarizer and a retarder being formed on the 
surfaces of the other substrate. However, all of the prior art references alone or in 
combination fail to teach or suggest the claimed structure wherein a CLC color filter 
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layer and a reflection layer being formed on the absorption layer and a first electrode 
formed on the CLC color filter, including all other recitations of the claim.
